ALL vailroad stations in Poland, pa*ticularly those on the warsavwelrest 

Libovsk line, were filled to capacity wit. trains en route to Brest Litovsk. 

This was attributed to the fact that the tracks at the Srest Litovsk rail- 

road station were jammed with trains bound for the U.4.4,fh. inother reason 

for this situation may be that many firms in the Soviet cone of Jeruany 

had to deliver their quota in reparation zoods by the end of the year, This 
caused an unusvally hizh volume of transit traffic, which resulted in con- 
zestions, uring the reported period 10 trains loaded with reparation coods 
were waiting to be taken over by the Poles at the restricted area at the 
Fpankfurt/Oder railroad station. ‘The Polish railroad authorities are creating 
additional difficulties in accepting transit trains, since, after 1 January 1551, 
they have refused trains whose leconotives were not fired with nard coal (ftein= 
kohle). This reculation resulted from the fear that flying incandescent cincers, 
as produced by locomotives firing brown coal briquettes, may damage Polish 
railroad installations and othcr property, Several tines recently Polish raile 
road authorities stopved trains pulled by such locazotives, returniny the 
‘Locomotives to Frarkfurt/Oder and attachinz the individual railroad cars te 
trains pulled by loconotives ournins hard coal.
